This Is the Year 
of the Taxpayer! 


The California Legislature, on its opening day, De- 
cv'mber 6, inaugurated what promises to be The Year of 
the Taxpayer with the introduction of several proposals 
for residential property tax relief. Few of the bills intro¬ 
duced so fare are really new — most are identical to 
measures offered last session. What, then, suggests this 
year will bring enactment of major property tax legis¬ 
lation? 

For one thing, the issue is a year older — a year 
which has »en big homeowiner property tax increases, 
and acfded taxpayer frustration and anger. Also, there 
are four property tax limitation initiative proposals now 
in circvilation. Unless the Legislature and the Gover- 
inor act, a property tax limitation initiative could finally 
be approved by the people. The political pressures are 
clearly there. 

Another new factor is the involvement of the Gover¬ 
nor. The Department of Finance has been working on 
the i.ssue since early fall, and an administration plan 
appears to be taking final shape. The Governor’s designa¬ 
tion of homeo\vncr property tax relief a.s a top legisla¬ 
tive priority is likely to act as a spur to legislative ac¬ 
tivity and sharpen the determination to get a bill to 
his desk. 

There is an.ithc-r .new element in the situation which 
.does not count for as much as the politics of tax re¬ 
form. hut it should be heartening for those who like 
to think of the legislative process as a rational, informed 
effort. It i.s the fact that we have just concluded a legis¬ 
lative interim which saw the development of muoh new 
tax research. This has contributed to greater legislative 
knovvlecrge of state and local taxation, and the 1977 
legislative activity starts from a base of a better under¬ 
standing of e.ssential facts. 

Despite the already large number of wide-ranging 
projxjrty tax relief proposals it is possible to make some 
general predictions about what might happen. Perhaps 
the .safe.st prediction is tJiat new legislation will be en¬ 
acted for the reasons indicated. It is unlikely to be a 
big solution — in terms of raising major alternative 
rev'ennes for massive property tax replacement — unless 
the Governor changes his mind about “no new state 
taxes.” 

Split roll and split rate proposals will abound, for 
many reasons. A rationale of some proponents is that 
it is the only way to maintain access to capital within 
the propt'rty tax while at the same time stopping the 
shift toward residential properties. On the political side 
of the ledger, near success of the split roll concept last 
session will encourage further split roll bills. It certainly 
proved to be a bi-partisan question. It also appears that 
the Governor will propose a form of differentiation of 
property tax base — a split rate and revenue limit for 
residential and non-residential property.

New Agency 
To Be Formed 

Keeping the City of Sierra 
Madre abreast of the re¬ 
quirements of the law. City 
Attorney Robert Kress pre¬

Prior to the submission ol 
the code to the CityvCauncil, 
it must be circulated for re¬ 
view, comments and recom 
mendations by all affected 
city officials and employee.s 
or these participating In tlie 
making of decisions which 
may foreseeably have a ma¬ 
terial effect ujxin a financial 
Interest held by them. 

Council, by motion and

The dis¬ 
crimination in tying the 
q.uality of a child’s educa¬ 
tion to the value of the 
property in his or her school 
district violates equal pro¬ 
tection guarantees, held the 
judge. 

Judge Jefferson found

For instance, there 
are now, stricter regulations 
governing credit reporting 
and investigative procedures. 

Under a bill in effect since 
last January, creditors may 
not deny credit on the basis 
of sex or marital status and 
they must consider child 
support, spousal support, 
pensions and social security 
as income. The law has 
teeth: violators who are 
prosecuted are subject to

A lull disclosure or “truth m taxation law w.n uc 
introduced in the next session of the legislature by 
Senate President Pro-Tern James Mills. 

In effect, the legislation will be designed to freeze 
property taxes by eliminating windfalls from inflation- 

treated assessment increases. 

Mills outlined bis proposal before the California 
County Assessors Association in Palm Spring November 8. 

The proposal will be similar to that used in Honda. Ha^ 
waii, Montana and Virginia and utilizes the concept 
lowering assessment ratios when market values rsie un¬ 
usually. 

The legislation is a counter salVo from 
ture to local government officials who have < 
state legislature has not lived up to the com 
SB 90 to provide state funding for new o r m 
creases in local government programs. 

“I have been reading in the newspapers, 
by some mayors of California cities and some S’uper\ isors 
of California counties that the assessors and the mem¬ 
bers of the state legislature are the villains of the pmee.

Taxes are not increased by an increase in assessed 
valuation. Property taxes are the product of multiplying 
assessed valuation by the tax rate. Wihen there is an 
increase in the assessed v'aluation, taxes increase only 
because local government chooses to accept higher reve¬ 
nues. Taxes are increased because local government re- 
f-ijo- to adjust tax rates downward to compen.satc for the 

increased assessed valuation. 

“Taxes are set by local government at whatever level 
i:-- roecssary to raise the amount of money they choose 
to stxjnd. Tax income simply matches governmental

Malpactice Crisis Is Still With Us Says Richardson 


By Sen. H. L. "Bill" Richardson 


In an effort to solve the 
“malpractice crisis,” legisla¬ 
tors have introduced literal¬ 
ly dozens of bills in every 
state in the nation. Many of 
these bills have passed, yet 
the SO'-called crisis remains. 
Why is this sc? Who is ac- 
tuaily to blame for the-sky¬ 
rocketing costs of medical 
liability insurance and, more 
importantly, what is the so 
lution? 

The costs of liability in¬ 
surance has risen for many 
physicians from a few hun¬ 
dred dollars a year to 25 
and 30 thousand dollars an¬ 
nual premiums. Are the in¬ 
surance companies getting 
rich? Hardly. In fact, even 
at these outrageous rates 
most companies refuse to 
carry medical liability in¬ 
surance at all. 

Are the doctors of today 
more prone to malpractice 
than their predecessors? No, 
the fact is that a malprac¬ 
tice incident was alleged or 
reported in only one out of 
158,000 doctor-patient con¬ 
tacts in 1970, according to 
the U.S. Departme n t of 
Healh. Education and Wel¬ 
fare. The number of actual 
claims filed was only one in 
226.000 patient visits. 

This means that out of the 
2.269,668.000 patient visits in 
the year 1970, only 14,500 
claims were actu.nlly filed — 


a probability of .00000639! 
Whatever it may be, a mal¬ 
practice crisis it is not. In 
fact, only ten per cent of 
these claims ever go to court, 
with only a fraction of these 
resiulting in a favorable de¬ 
cision for the patient. 

In the 16,000 cases re¬ 
solved in 1970, only 8,000 re¬ 
sulted in lawsuits. Of that 
number, 80 per cent never 
went to trial. Of the 1,600 
cases that did go to trial, 
the plaintiff won only 20 
per cent of the time, which 
means that the total number 
of successfully litigated mal¬ 
practice suits in 1970 was 
about 320. Although t.he 
final statistics are not yet 
available, preliminary evi¬ 
dence indicates that the cui’- 
rent figure is perhaps .50^1 
or 600 a year. To appreciate 
that figure we must keep 
in mind that this is out of 
more than two billion pa¬ 
tient visits per year. Frank¬ 
ly, I think that is an indica¬ 
tion of the truly fine qual¬ 
ity of medical care which 
we enjoy in this country. 

I believe that the actual 
problem is not a medical 
one at all, but rather a juri¬ 
dical problem. Unforbinate- 
ly, a relatively small nuin- 
ber of judges have adopted 
a new philosc-phy which 
runs contrary to the basic 
American concept of justice.
